Thus, gamma ‘globulin 
may prevent or make measles 
milder and may do the same 
for scarlet fever,. German 
measles, whooping cough, chic- 
ken-pox, und a liver condition 
known as hepatitis.

Gamma globulin ts given by 
injection into a muscie, It 
causes only slight local reactions. 
It may be given safely to persons 
who-are _allergic__or_oversensi~_ 
tive, It is not advised that it 
he given by injection Into a 
vein. : 

In measles, in about 
fcurths of the cases, the injec- 
lion of pfamma ' globulin will 
produce complete protection 
against the disease for three or 
four weeks. The — injection 
seems to prevent disease in 
nbout a third of the cases and 
makes it much milder 
remainder. | It is “advised” that 
the substance be given within 
six days after exposure to the 
disorder. ,
